liore than 100 residents of the lower 


Fourth ward singed a petition to C. 
K. .Boya. mill manager of the Inter- 
lake Pulp and Paper company plant 
asking him to do all in his power to 
carry out the proposed plan to im- 
prove the Interlake property in that 
ward which now is used as a ball park. 
The petition was circulated at a pub- 
lic mass meeting in the park Friday 
night for the purpose of presenting 
Mr. Boya's offer to the people of the 
ward. Aldermen K. F. McGillan and 
Jerry Callahan called the meeting. 


Alderman Philipp Vogt of the Sixth 


ward, an employe of the Interlake 
company, told of the offer. 


"More than a year ago," he said, 


"men in the mill signed a petition ask- 
ing the company to improve the park. 
Heads of the company at that time 
objected because, they said/if the peo- 
ple want the park improved an ex- 
pression should be made by them. 


".Nothing was done until recently 


when Mr. Boya made the offer to im- 
prove the park if the people of the 
lower Fourth ward would display suffi- 
cient community spirit to warrant the 
expenditure. The company asks only 
the park be used as much as possible 
and that the improvements be respect- 
ed. 


>"The company--,.does' not even want 


credit for the improvement," Mr. Vogt 
said. "The park can be named by the 
people of the ward. It can be called 
the Fourth Ward Community park or 
any other name you choose to call it. 


REMOVE 6LD FENCE 


"The sign boards and the old board 


fence which now separates the park 
from E. John-st, will be removed. 
Shrubbery and flowers will be planted. 
A recreation building with rest rooms 
for men and women will be erected. 
Tables and benches will be installed 
and running water and sewers will be 
provided. Playground equipment for 
the children will be included in the 
improvement." 
Alderman Vogt said. 


"The only things the company asks" 


he said, "is the hearty cooperation of 
the people of the ward to make the 
park a success if it is improved and 
the assurance that the park will not 
be abused." 


"I think this offer is one^of the fin- 


est ever received by the lower Fourth 
ward," Frank Younger, principal of 
McKinley school, said. "I believe in 
parks because I believe in girls and 
boys. The day when youngsters can 
be left to roam the streets at will is 
passed and we mothers and dads must 
provide mea-s of organized play for 
them. 


BOOST HOME VALUES 


"This park will improve the value 


of our home on Garden Hill, as Leo- 
nard Smith, city planner, suggested 
we call it. I think Garden Hill is a 
very appropriate and pretty name and 
I think it should be used offencr," Mr. 
Younger said. 


He urged the people to sign the peti- 


tion. He said Garden Hill had been 
neglected ' so far as civic improve- 
ments are concerned .and the people 
should not let this opportunity pass.

to her famous husband's Japanese val 
et in financial matters. A $2 hat pur 
chased from the bargain counter ol 
a San Diego'department store, servec 
as her best headgear, she said. 
' On- her husband's charges that she 
was too friendly with "a certain young 
man" and with an automobile sales- 
man, Mrs. Chaplin's answer denied all 
his accusations. 


She made the first specific- charge 


against the actor of improper associa- 
tion- with another woman. This oc- 
curred she said, in July, 1925, in a 
bungalow 
owned by Chaplin on his 


Hollywood studio lot. Other instances 
in the Chaplin Beverly Hills mansion 
and other places in southern Califor- 
nia were mentioned. The woman was 
unnamed. 


An automobile salesman whom she 


knew, many of her acquaintances and 
persons with whom she had any con- 
tact, including beach boys at Hono- 
lulu and oilers aboard the steamer City 
of Los Angeles all had been approach- 
ed by persons who said they were 
representatives of her husband, she 
declared, and received otters of money 
to make statement to the effect that 
she had been indiscreet.

Colorado River Flood 


Threatens Rich Valley 


EI Centre, Calif.—A flood more dis 


astrous in its possibilities than the 
Mississippi's is threatening to sweep 
down on the famed Imperial Valley 
and inundate 1,000,000 acres 
of the 


richest land on earth. 


The Colorado riverbed by melted 


snows high up in the Rockies, is ris- 
ng rapidly. Snows in the region of its 
source were 35 per cent heavier last 
xvinter than ordinarily. Annually the 
Colorado threatens the valley; this year 
ts threat is more menacing than ever 
before. 


Sixty miles south of here, across the 


Mexican line, is an elaborate system 
of dykes and levees. If these hold, well 
and "good. If they do not, tho Imperial 
Valley will be come an immense, sta? 
nant'inland sea, and the garden spot 
)f the west will be covered with water 
'or decades to come. 


BELOW SEA LEVEL 


For the Imperial Valley is below sea 


evel. Wlwn the Mississippi goes on a 
rampage its flood waters 
eventually 


recede. If the Colorado breaks the 
Lower Califonria levees and floods the 
Imperial Valley, its flood waters will 
lave no outlet. They will remain for 
many years—perhaps for a century— 
until the slow process of evaporation 
removes them. 


It is for that reason that the 60,000 


armers of this region have mobilized 
nto a desperate, grimly fighting army 
o repel the flood danger. They face, 
not temporary loss, but permanent, ir- 
etrievable disaster. 
The first line of defense fronts the 
iolorado as it travels from Tuma to 
he Gulf of Lower California.

Salton Sea, a great brackish 
pol covering 250,00 acres, is a memen- 
to of one outbreak. It is entirely pos- 
sible—indeed, if the levees break it is 
absolutely certain—that all of the val- 
ley will become second Salton Sea, to 
remairf so for years. 


To add to the problem, the Colorado 


is steadily raising its bed. Each year it 
carries down enough salt to equal the 
entire amount of dire removed in dig- 
ging the Panama canal. Its bed is ris- 
ing 10 inches a year. Sooner or later, 
under the present system, levees will 
be of no avail and the Imperial Valley 
will be flooded.

Egypt was never exposed as 


much as Palestine and did not suf- 
fer tho ravages of war. If you will 
look at Palestine you can see why 
Providence lead the Israelites to this 
land and made It the Promised land. 
It was the "Knotcn-punkt" as the 
German 
historians love to 
call It, 


where three continents met. 


There is no such spot anywhere on 


earth and from this center could ra- 
diate the greatest influence in which 
waste due to distance and time was 
eliminated, or reduced to a minimum. 


Egypt on the contrar., was the land 


of the earliest civilization in the world 
•with the great Nile river as its pro- 
tector where no excessive rains or ev- 
en over excessive heat pi evented pro 
gross. Without breaking the continu- 
ity of thought here may I just record 
what' probably should have been writ- 
ten in connection with Mesopotamia. 


Wo have just learned of the return 


of Leonard Woolley from the Ur of 
the Chaldeans 
to London with 39 


trunks full of wonderful findings. He 
has been an archaelogist for years 
and has discovered what he claims to 
be tho oldest graves and dwellings in 
the world and therefore the most an- 
cient relics ever seen by man. The 
information brings dates that go back 
4000 B. C. Woolley had 65 trunks full 
and had to deliver 26 of them to the 
Iraq government. 


MEN USED LIPSTICKS 


Mr. Woolley has been working with 


the University of Pennsylvania for a 
number of years and unearthed 19. 
000 articles. He clearly demonstrates 
that men 6,000 years ago use lip 
sticks and other toilet necessaries. We 
were just two weeks too early in Lon- 
don to see this wonderful collection 
in the British museum but we saw 
some of them from the balcony and 
they 
include 
necklaces, 
bracelets, 


chess boards with figures of mother 
of pearl and lapis lazuli, there are 
needles, chisels, nails of gold and sil- 
ver, manicure sets all showing a won- 
derful advance in the art of gold and 
silver smiths. 


Now Ur will never be the place 


where tourists will go even though 
the archaeologists can prove an older 
civilization than Egypt for'if you look 
tho region over it is more like a Da- 
kota prairie. In EsyPt you have a 
well defined region and very accessi- 
ble either by the Xilc river or then 
the splendid railroads built 
by the 


British. 
You see the ^Cile valley is 


only about eight miles wide stretch 
ing" way up to the Soudan and it lies 
between the Arabian desert and the 
great Sahara. The doings of the an- 
cient folks were confined to a very 
narrow strip. Compare that with the 
vast areas in India and you will read 
ily see how geography so often de- 
termines what the contribution of a 
race-shall-be and where it"shall be. 
In Delhi, India, we found eight dif- 
ferent Delhi's the last one being chos- 
en by the British government as the 
capital of the empire nestling- in a 
center that the founders of the other 
Delhi's had overlooked. 


CAIRO HOTELS COMBINE 


It is estimated that 10,000 Ameri 


cans come to Egypt every year. This 
figure is taken from the consular re- 
port. Many of these Americans com- 
plain of being- held up at the hotels 
in Cairo especially. 
Americans al- 


ways have 
money but little 
time: 


Egyptians have lots of time and no 
money and so they plan to even up 
things a little. 
The hotels In Cairo 


are in a combine and they charge cx- 
horbitant prices. We were there at 
the tail end of the seasrrn and had the 
happy experience of tho porters at 
the railway station beating each oth- 
er down in prices trying to get our 
patronage. The tourist agencies arc 
great money extractors. 


Before the American Express com 


pany came on the scene Americans 
complained bitterly especially of the 
Thomas Cook and Son agency. To 
those contemplating travel it might 
be ..said it pays big dividends to do 
your owrt booking- if you have any 
financial ingenuity. Agencies sell you 
the highest priced places on the boats 
and tell you tho lower ones are all 
sold out. We find dealing with steam- 
ship companies direct has saved us a 
few hundred dollars on this journey 
also dealing: with hotel people direct. 
Booking agencies as a 
rule are a 


source of aggravation. We patronize 
them when in a corner but they are 
rot money savers nor time savers. 
Xo one has a business to go on a long 
journey without ccttinc some neces- 
sary Information before hand. It can 
easily be gotten by post card at home. 


One can book to Alexandria from 


a numbcr^of ports in Europe or then 
some boats call there from America. 
Port Said 5s just as convenient at the 
head of Suez Canal. Yoti have excel- 
lent train service from cither place to 
Cairo and you can get even a sleeper 
way up to Assiian tho first cat.irnrt 
of the Xilc. five hundred miles «p the 
rix-er. "We travol third class and it 
1? less than throe cents a mile. .Or.« 
can now jro from Jerusalem to Cairo 
b;v rail. We left Jerusalem nt S:30 
In the morning- chanced cars at Lyd- 
da and went o3«n?r the new rnilrond 
built by General Alknhy durine the 
trar. It runs thro«sh ancient Gaza. 
At Kant.ira we left ill* train and were 
ferried across lh« S;:<-3 canal and 
caucht the limited train from Port 
SaM and passed through th* andcnt 
land of Goshcn whore the children of 
Israel served -50ft years as slav«s to 
the Egyr>tian*.

25 pyramids in sight from the top of 
the largest and oldest which Is the 
pyramid of Cheops. You have the pyr- 
amids of Geza, Sakkara, Abu Roash 
Dahshur, etc. 
There are also 'pyra- 


mids at Fayoum and near Esna. 


PYRAMIDS ARE TOMBS 


The reader may be aware that pyr 


amids are really tombs. 
Some clain 


that they were observation points for 
astronomers because all the measure 
ments are so exact. 
We have some 


devout people in America who see 
mysterious revelation of God in then 
and compare the various parts of the 
pyramid to the different periods or 
dispensations 
through which 
man 


kind is passing. 
They claim the in 


ner sarcophagus where the king wa.s 
buried is the'Holy of Holies like in 
the Israelitish temple and the variou 
passages are as the various avenue& 
of approach 
to God. The 
Sphin> 


stands for that unknown revelation 
of God which will 'one day be made 
known to all true and loyal believers 
The Sphinx has lately been dug out 


The pyramid however according to 


the best authorities was a mausoleum 
for the rulers who set them up. Kin 
Cheops the second king of the fourth 
dynasty built his about the year 3730 
B. C. Some have the date placed a 
2950 B. C. Have your choice! Th< 
king chose the spot himself before hi 
died and the place for the coffin was 
in the center and it was made exceed 
iigly difficult to reach this spot. Lay 
er after 
layer of stone was 
lait 


around the center and I noticed tha 
the roof of the inner chamber of thi 
sarcophagus 35x17x19 had only threi 
stones of black granite each one wt 
are told weighing 60 tons. Generalb 
the successor of the king finished the 
pyramid. 
However Dr. Petrie wh 


has made a complete study of the 
Giza. pyramid area opposes this the 
ory and claims each kingr finished hi; 
own pyramid. 


Xo one can fully appreciate wha 


this great pyramid looks like unti 
he has walked about It three or fou 
times. It is absolutely baffling in it 
preponderating influence. 
It seem: 


to defy the eyes and the understand 
ing of time for it is so hard for us t 
conceive a period of 5,000 years. Her 
fc a mass of stone covering 13 acres 
The length of each side is 755 feet 
The heighth is 451 feet but originall> 
before Xapoleon took off the top fo 
his officers to stand on it was 48 
feet high. Fifty people can stand on 
the summit. The angle of the face i 
51 degrees and 50 minutes. 
It con 


tains 85,000,000 feet. Some one has fig 
ured out that there is enough stone in 
it to make a pavement around th 
world two feet wide 
and 6 mche 


thick. It has enough stone to lay th 
foundation of all houses in an Amer 
ican city of two hundred thousani 
people. 
, 


Herodotus says that the pyrami< 


was built by 30,000 slaves and he ev 
en gives the tonnage of onions, leech 
os and carrots that were fed to thes 
slaves who were thirty years building 
this monument. 
They were forcei

stone had to be brought from acros 
the Xile from the Mokattam" hills an 
it was originally covered with polish 
ed marble and granite that glitteret 
for miles and miles.

Old Law Requires Cleveland 


Killer to Be Hanged in Place 
Where Sentenced 


Cleveland, O—1C it Is any consola- 


tion to a man who must be executed 
to haiur In a scene of porgeous and 
opulent splendor, with rich rugs be- 
neath his feet, priceless paintings till 
about him. and the gallows which 
takes his life suspended from a carved 
and frescoed ceiling which meant the 
Jifo work ot a prcat architect, Ernest 
Frederick may have that consolation. 


Ernest Frederick. 42. of Warren, O.. 


is on trial here In federal disti let court 
for the murder of Walter Holcomb of 
Warren. 


Frederick shot Holcomb to death 


on March 1 in the postoffice-of War- 
ren. He shot at him with two guns 
and emptied both chambers Into Hoi 
comb's body. 


The defense is pleading Insanity and 


the unwritten law. 
Frederick com- 


mitted the crime immediately after 
release from a mental sanitarium. He 
claims that upon his return his wife 
confessed that Holcomb had been her 
lover. 


But if Frederick is found guilty of 


murder, and tf tho letter of an old 
musty federal law is obeyed, ho will 
j.wlnR in tho luxurious* room \\hcre 
he hears his sentence. 


For an old law of^fcderol court say« 


that if a man commits murder ol a 
federal employe on federal property 
ho must., be .hung by tho 
United 


States marshal 
in tho wimc 
place 


where ho Is 
sentenced, within not 


more than 10 puces from the bench of 
the judge who sentences him. 


The law has never been icpealcd 


for It has rarely. If ever, been used. 
The Frederick case In Itself Is tho 
first murder case ever heard In the 
Cleveland district court, and records 
disclose no federal murder cases of 
federal employes on fcdeial property 
throughout the country within the 
last century. 


Federal 
officials 
are 
inclined 
to 


doubt that even if Frederick is found 
suilty, his body will sway 'ncath the 
rich chandelier which suspends from 
tho gilded ceiling of the beautiful fed- 
cial court room. 


But the law says that he must. 


anyhow.

IN "GENERAL FUND" 


Treasury Balance Is Nearly a 


Million Dollars More Than 
Estimate 


Madison—C/P)—The balance in Wis- 


consin's "general fund" the major por- 
tion of the state treasury's monies, was 
$14,111,270.88 or nearly a million dol- 
lars more than Slate Treasurer Levi- 
tan estimated would be in the fund on 
that date, during- the controversy ear- 
lier in the year on a possible deflicit. 


•\Vhen a statement was made that 


there would be a defict in tho treas- 
ury, during the earlier stages of the 
legislature. State Treasuier Levitan 
and Secretary of State Damman, as 
auditors were asked to confirm or deny 
the correctness of the figures. There 
were several statements from the two 
offices and from 
Governor Zimmer- 


man's office, to the joint finance com- 
mittee of the legislature. 


The ?14,111,270.S8 balance in the 


general fund, Mr. Levitan, explained, 
represents the money set aside to cover 
legislatix'o appropriations and to pay 
the current bills of the state. 


The total balance of all funds on 


June 30, 1927, including the 
various 


endowment and trust funds, such as 
the Teacher's Insurance and Retire- 
ment Fund, University Ti-ust Funds 
and Fund Income and the State Insur- 
ance Fund, is $18,707.723.47 as com 
pared with $20,484.351.18 on June 30, 
1926. 
a reduction of nearly two million 


in the total balance of all funds, due, 
Mr. Levitan explained, to the closer 
investment of trust funds. 


Mr. Levltan's statement of June 30. 


1927 shows a balance in the 
School 


fund of $018,452.16: in the school fund 
income of S542.1G4.71: in the university 
fund income of S1.039.C6G.47; 
in 
the 


normal school fund of 5251,346.41; in 
the normal school fund income of ?12S,- 
130.49; and in the state insurance fund 
of $93.069.31. There is a total balance 
of $605.997.04 in the teachers insurance 
and retirement fund. .The soldiers 
rehabilitation fund totals $312,659.34; 
the industrial death benefit fund. $152,- 
755.04. Another large item in the re- 
port is the conservation fund totalling 
$525,824.88.

HOW WARS ARE STARTED 


The quotation belcnv is from a speech 


made recently to the Harvard alumni by 
Ambassador Kotighton and jrives 
a 


graphic description of how great modern 
wars are brought about. 


War docs not onsinate from 
time to time 


simply in a s-udden ami uncontrollable impulse on 
the part of one of these pi-eat national masses to 
go out and slausrhttr another. War i- possible, 
no doubt, because these mass;s arc willing, un- 
der conditions, io lisht. .Uut tln.se coiulition.- are 
themselves an integral part of the problem. And 
that issue, broadly speakinc. is the outcome of 
a series of maneuvres by which the masses con- 
cerned are brought into position of opposition. 
Obviously, this maneuvrinc is not done by the 
masses themselves. Collectively and as Individ- 
uals they have little if an> thing to do with the 
subtle and gradual shifnncr of international re- 
lationships. Their interests are directed to the 
more humble and prosaic task of earning a liv- 
dng. The maneuvrinjr is- cone by little groups of 
men called governments. 


These little groups seek constantly and natur- 


ally to gam supposed advantages of one sort and 
another for their own nationals. Out of their 
efforts to enlarge or to strengthen or to maintain 
the interests intrusted to their charge the masses 
thev represent are gradually maneuvred into po- 
sitions which, to say the least, cannot easily be 
surrendered. If the process continues, sooner or 
later a situation arises in which an agreement 
between these small groups becomes impossible. 
Then, on the ground that their lives and families 
and property are somehow involved and er.dan- 


' gered. these great masses of men and women, 


roused by every power of "organized appeal and 
propaganda, are ordered under arms, and war 
follows. The entire process is in control of the 
smaller groups. They make the issue. They de- 
clare the war. 
The masses they control simply 


' obey. Having put this power or left this power 
in the hands of their governments, they find 
themselves at the critical moment substantially 
helpless. 


And so, as individuals, they merely accept the 


decision and go out to pay the bills of war with 
their bodies, and perhaps with their souls, in the 
hope that if not they, then those who come after 
them may reap a benefit in some measure pro- 
portionate to its cost.

Those governments are never elected on the 


precise issue of peace or war. They are elected 
on domestic grounds'and for domestic reasons. 
And a government elected primarily on an issue. 
let us say. such as the tariff may not be at all 
representative when suddenly confronted by the 
need of a decision involving peace or war.

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MORE AVIATION HISTORY 


Two more brilliant pages have been ad- 


ded to America's aviation history. This 
time by Lieutenants Maitland and Hcg- 
cnbcrgcr and Commander Byrd. Bert 
Acosta. Lieutenant Xovillc and 
Bcrnt 


Balchcn. Maitland 
and 
Hcgcnbcrgcr 


broke the world's all-water flying record 
when they winged their way 2.450 miles 
to Honolulu from San Francisco, while 
Byrd and hit- associates in the giant 
"America" 
followed Col. Lindbergh's 


trail to Paris. Both planes met unfavor- 
able weather nearly all the way. but the 
daring and resourcefulness of their pilots 
brought them 
through 
safely and 
on 


schedule time. 


The feats of Maitland and Byrd con- 


clusively demonstrate that air travel is 
not just a passing fad and that Lind- 
bergh's flight to Paris was not a piece of 
good luck. Much good will come of th"ese 
flights and the day is not far off when 
regular passenger service will be estab- 
lished over both the Pacific and Atlantic 
oceans. These men were the trail bfazers. 
They went ahead and laid out the courses 
for those who arc to follow. Because of 
their daring and determination the cause 
of aviation in this country has been ad- 
vanced 25 years. Xever before has public 
attention been focused upon air travel to 
such an extent as now and never before 
have so many plans for nationwide air 
passenger services been in the making. 
Out of this enthusiasm no doubt will de- 
velop a great system of commercial avia- 
tion lines that will put the United States 
to the forefront in air .travel, where it 
rightly belongs. We need airplane pas- 
senger lines more than any other country, 
for our* distances are greater and our in- 
terests more widely scattered. \Ye also 
need them as a source of national defense. 


These successful flights should silence 


for all time those who have sneered at 
our progress in aviation. Up to the time 
Colonel Lindbergh hopped off to Paris, 
the average American citizen—because of 
the vast amount of criticism that has been 
made of American planes.—thought that 
we did not make a. plane in this country 
that could fly 20 hours consistently, nor 
did we have a pilot competent to fly it if 
we had better ones. • Our Lindberghs, 
Chamberlins. Maitlands and Byrds have 
changed their opinions. They now know 
that our aviators are just as competent as 
those of any other nation, and that our 
planes are just as good if not better than 
any made. 


Xow that the United States has begun 


testing its wings, we should not stop un- 
til we have sent a plane across the Pacific 
to Japan. This is about the only feat that 
remains to challenge us. and it must and 
will be done by our aviators. The surface 
of aviation has only been brushed: it re- 
mains for America to realize its utmost 


• possibilities. We have the planes, the men 
and the capital. 


Commander Byrd and Lieutenant Mait- 


land made their flight not so much for the 
glory of it. but for" scientific purposes. 
The data they gathered about squalls and 
fogs will prove oft benefit to aviation and 
result in making the way easier for those 
to follow. These men have rendered a 
great service to this nation ,and they 
should be amply rewarded for it. 
The 


whole country will regret the misfortune 
that overtook the Byrd party at the very 
end of the long journey. Commander 
Byrd and his associates, because of their 
distinguished services and achievements 
in the past, deserved better results from 
their well and carefully organized expedi- 
tion. The long wait they were forced to 
make for a start and the final conquering 
of the plane by the elements shows that 
much remains to make aviation safe un- 
der all conditions, but it will be done.

SICK HEADACHE FKOM FOOD SliXSITIZATfOX 


•A correspondent told me the oilier day how she 


had been a misrainc (periodic sick headache) suf- 
ferer for years and how much relief she obtained 
when her physician advised her to omit from her 
diet white bread, potatoes and sweets. It scorned to 
me that the benefit the patient derived from this 
diet might well be credited to more temperance or 
refraining from overeating, because most of us who 
do overeat make the heaviest inroads on carbohy- 
drates—starches and sugars. 


Dr. Warren T. Yaughun reports five cases of mi- 


graine in which the patients were found sensitized 
to certain food proteins and obtained marked relief 
by deleting the offending: item from !he diet. A wo- 
man aged 30 who had been a sufferer from migraine 
for years, larcly being free longer than a month, 
reacted positively to skin tests with rico. sweef po- 
tato and turnip. She cut these out of her diet and 
for over nine months she had no attack .Then .she 
tried as an experiment gating- one s\vect potato, ami 
hud a moderate attack of sick headache within L-! 
hours. Some time later she tried some turnip, and 
had a severe typical seizure within a few hours. 
Then she was convinced, managed to worry along 
without any rice, turnip and sweet potato and for 
the last four or five years has been free • 


Another 
young woman migraine sufferer gave 


positive reactions to .skin tests with beet, sweet po- 
tato, turnip, wheat, coffee. That sensitization to 
wheat was the serious factor—gosh its pretty tough 
when one can't lake toast, rolls, breaded cutlets, 
chicken <!:ppcd in flour or anythinl; like- ttet with- 
out having a sick headache in consequence. Dut f>he 
got along somehow for a year or so without having 
anything to do with wheat or bread in any way, 
shape or manner, and found freedom from the hcail- 
aches. Then she was ordered to cat a slice of bread 
daily, while taking peptone capsuls 45 minutes after 
meals, and she did so. without suffering and head- 
ache for about three weeks, then she had an attack 
and had to give up that day her daily bread. Two 
years later she was still unable to take wheat or 
any of its products without having a migraine at- 
tack. In order to' eliminate the possibility of sugr 
gestion or imagination, her physician gave her some 
cansuls containing pellets of breqd. and the unsus- 
pecting but unsuspected ydung woman promptly 
suffered an attack of migraine. 


Xow that we have adverted to suspicion. I sus- 


pect that in several of these cases the food sensitiz- 
ation is less significant than the factor of over- 
eating. In the five cases the patients found relief 
by omitting wheat, sweet potatoes, peanuts (they 
were southern people), candies, sweets from their 
diet, and similar effects occurred in another group 
of five cases appended. Still many students of mi- 
graine have suggested (hat some such protein poi- 
soning, allergy, food sensitization. anaphylaxis, as it 
s variously known, may be a factor if not the cause 
of the disease. 


When one omits wheat and its products from the 


diet it is not so easy to overeat. If with wheat the 
"orbidden list includes'"sweets," boy, that's-what I 
should call diet douloreux.

DEMOCRACY'S TWO-THIRDS 


RULE 


Washington, D. C. — In 1024 the 


two-thirds rule which has prevailed 
in Democratic National 
Conventions 


for almost a century kept William G. 
McAdoo from setting the presidential 
nomination. He could command a ma- 
jority of the delegates and was con- 
ceded to be the popular choice of his 
parjy, but a strong minority that 
rallied under the banner of Governor 
Al Smith, of Xew York, 
was 
able 


to keep JIcAdoo. from the required 
two-thirds \ote of the delegates. 


Thus Smith benefited by the rule 


in that it prevented nis most forniid- 
::!e rival from carrying off the prize 
but after ono of vile greatest dead- 
locks in political history both he and 
JIcAdoo had to step aside and permit 
the nomination of John W. Davis. 


Immediately following .the iladison 


Square Garden fiasco of three years 
ago Democrats generally declared for 
the abrogation of the two-thirds rule. 
However, as that affair has faded far- 
ther and farther in the disJancs'lhcy 
have thought less and less of it. Not 
that they oceanic reconciled to what 
had happened, but because it gre-.v in- 
creasingly difficult 
to believe that 


anything of the sort could happen, 
again. Also, personal ambitions and 
hates became more moving than any 
mere love of party, and now there is 
comparatively little talk about doing 
away with the obnoxious rule. 


Occasionally the suggestion is heard 


that the itile ought to be rescind- 
ed, but no one thinks that it is likely 
to be. The McAdoo Smith feud needs 
must be dead and buried with a good 
crop of daisies growing ox'er 
the 


grave before anything of the sort will 
come to pass. Smith has gained in 
political stature as McAdoo has dim- 
inished, and he is without doubt the 
leading candidate of the 
Democrats 


for the presidency next year, but tho 
McAdoo adherents are 
counting 
or» 


the two-thirds rule to enable them, co 
defeat the Xcw York Governor. They 
arc saying that the rule whcih help- 
ed Smith so decidedly in 1324 can be 
used against him in 102S. 


PRECEDENT FOR THE PROPH-

And there is precedent for such a 


prophecy. The two-thirds rule blight- 
ed ultimately the political hopes of 
tho men for whose benefit it was de- 
vis-cd. 


When Andrew Jackson decided 
to 


st.ir.d for a r-ccond rerm in 1S32 ho 
made up his mind that XIartin, Van 
Buron should bo bis runninc 
mate 


and then succeed to the Presidency 
four years later. Van Buren had sup- 
ported Jackson ardently in 1S2S and 
had boon loyal to him through 
all 


the machination* <-f 
Calhoun, 
Cay. 


and the nullification faction. He was 


one of the two or three members of 
his 
Cabinet 
upon 
whftm 
Jackson, 


knew ho could depend absolutely. 


Moreover, Van 
Buren 
not 
only 


rendered loyalty to the irascible Ten- 
nesseean, but served him with dis- 
cretion and 'ability. "The 
scheming 


little Dutchman from Xew York," as 
the Secretary of State was called by 
h'is enemies, or "The Fox." as he was 
termed by others who mingled ad- 
miration with 
their 
disparagement, 


was a politician of no mean ability 
and once he had seen the wisdom of 
linking his fortunes 
Jackson there 
was

hearted about the way he played chc 
game. He jiut everything he had into 
it. 


In the cruel war over Mrs. Eaton 


—Peggy O'Neil—which rent the Jack- 
son Cabinet and Washington society. 
Van Buren. stood unreservedly by the 
President. Ho felt that that was a 
part of tho loyalty he owed his chief, 
and also he was rather fond of the 
fascinating Peggy, who what Elinor 
Glyn calls "It," to a degree that few 
women can boast. It was Van Buren 
who suggested that lie and the other 
loyal members of the Cabinet resign 
in order that Jackson could get rid of 
the

friends. 


Andrew Jackson was not one 
to 


forget devotion of, that kind and he 
was especially appreciative ot" Van 
Buren's attitude in the Peggy O'Xeil 
affair. Indeed, it was siad that he de- 
cided to make the New Yorker Presi- 
dent because of that alone. However 
that may have been, it is ccrtftin that 
Jackson left nothing undone to ad- 
vance Van Buren. 


JACKSON'S RENO.MINATION AS- 


SURED 


Jackson's renomination was assur- 


ed and it was doubtful that any one 
would have the temerity to be a can- 
didate against him. 
Likewise Van 


Burcn's nomination for Vice Presi- 
dent was assured the moment Jack- 
son let it ba known that such was 
his august desire. 


But there was some opposition to 


Van Buren. Ills appointment is-mtn- 
istcr to England had been rejected by 
the Senate and there were-many In- 
fluential 
Democrats 
who 
resented 


his preferment by Jackson. The lat- 
ter realized this only too well, and 
with his eye on 1S3C he dcterminod 
that Van Buren should be named fur 
Vice i're.MtJont in 1S32 in a manner 
evidencing such strength that hh« ele- 
vation to the Presidency four ycars- 
latcr would be inevitable as well as 
logical. 


Hence the two-thirds rule was de- 


vised and it worked admirably Van

animously in 1840, but was defeated 
at the polls. In 1S44 he again sought 
the nomination and it was, then that 
the two-thirds rule 
turned 
up 
to 


plague him. His adversaries 
forced 


the adoption^ of the rule befoie 
the 


voting on candidates began, some of 
his friends supporting it. On the,first 
ballot to name a presidential candiii- 
ate Van Buren had thirteen votes ov- 
er a majority of the delegates, but he 
was never able to command the es- 
sential two-thirds. After a prolonged 
fight. Polk, whose name had 
never 


even been mentioned 
in connection 


with the Presidency prior to the con- 
vention, was nominated. Van But en's 
ambitions had been defeated by the 
operation of the party law -that had 
been enacted twelve years before to 
ease his way into the White House, 
a victim of the. two-thirds rule. He 
had a majority of the votes in the 
Charleston, convention, but at no time 
was he near the 
two-thirds 
mark. 


After a ten day's deadlock the con- 
vention adjourned and later 
there 


were two conventions, one of which 
nominated Douglas w'lile the othar 
named John C. Breckinridge, which 
made it easy going for Lincoln at the 
election. That Douglas was actually 
the popular choice of his party was 
shown by the fact lhat in the election 
he polled 1,373,000 votei to Ereckin- 
ndge's- 847,000. 


It has been said that George H. 


Pendleton, of Ohio, was defeated by 
the two-thirds rule in 1868, when Ho- 
ratio Seymour ultimately was nomin- 
ated, but Pendleton never commanded 
a majority of the votes in the con- 
vention. 


In 1912, however, Champ Clark was 


unmistakably a victim of the rule. He 
had a majority of the votes in the 
convention on a number of ballots, 
but was finally defeated by AVoodrow 
Wilson. 


All of which makes the operation 


of the two-thirds rule next year of 
more intense interest.

The 1921 series was the first meet- 


ing between the Xew York clubs for 
world honors and naturally was a bit- 
terly contested affair. Mays opened 
for the Yankees and shut out the 
Giants 3-0, allowing only five hits and 
issuing no passes. 


His next start was in the fourth 


game. For seven innings he held the 
Giants runless, only one hit being 
made off his delivery. In the eighth 
session, the Giants broke his run of 
16 scoreless innings and. by making 
sis safeties in the last two sessions 
won the game 4-2. Xo bases on balls 
were given by Mays in this game. 


His third appearance 
was in the 


seventh game of the series. Instead 
of winning, 1-0. as he deserved, two in- 
field errors gave the Giants two runs, 
just enough to win. Once again Mays 
worked the entire game without pass- 
ing a. man. 


Thus. Mays in his three starts in a 


hard fought series, with each game 
hinging on every ball pitched, didn't 
issue a single pass in 27 innings. Only 
six runs and 17 hits were made by the 
Giants in the three games, yet the 
only one that Mays won was the shut- 
out of the first contest.

tving. All men labor to this end and 
his end is the responsibility of every 
man. 
This is what the Constitution 


attempts to guarantee when it prom- 
ses 'to promote the general welfare 
and to assure life, liberty and the pur- 
.uit of happiness." If organized soci- 
ety—through its legal enactment—on- 
ibles men to accomplish this end by 
he exercise and energy, initiative and 
lirift, it has 
performed 
its 
proper 


'unction. If. men. wheie given the op- 
wrtunity, fail to meet this responsi- 
bility the fault is theirs. 


"The answer then to the farmer's 


problem is insufficient 
income 
and 


readers naturally and 
properly ask 


'Why is the farmer's income insufli- 
cient? According to my study there me 
several important reasons why the in 
come of many farmers is inadequate to 
maintain a comfortable standaid of 
living. I shall not attempt to burden 
readers with involved statistical state 
ments or proof, but shall confine -my- 
self rather to general statements. The 
first point I wish to make is that the 
farmers in too many sections of tlv 
country put too much emphasis on OIK 
leading crop such as cotton or wheat 
and not enough on food and seed pro- 
ducts. 
This means that in more 01 


less specializing in one crop the farm- 
er has an intensive period oC cultiva- 
tion and heavy labor expenditures and 
then lighter labor requirements for a 
large part of the rest of the year. He 
might well be producing a consider- 
able part of his own living and food 
for his work-stock and producing an- 
imals, and thus more evenly distribute 
liis labors and energies throughout the 
year. 


SHOULD CUT AVERAGE 


"The second 
point 
is that man> 


farmers are cultivating too much pooi 
and unproductive 
land. Crop yields 


per acre are notably low on the major- 
ity of farms and yet most farmers do 
not realize that acreage yields are the 
chief factors in cost production and :r 
the ability to meet the prices depend- 
ing upon supply and 
demand. Con- 


centration on a smaller but more care- 
fully selected acreage may bring great- 
er profits through a reduction of ex- 
penses. 
"I believe that many farmers us; 


too much man-labor and not enoug' 
work-stock and labor savin" equip 
ment. All other productive industries 
have gone to the increased use of ma 
chinery as their aid to greater prodtic 
lion and greater net return, but stil 
many farmers .insist 
on requiring 


many human hands, cither of the fam 
ily or hired, to do what lets expensive 
animals and still less expensive .ma 
chines can do with larger and less 
costly results. A farm is only a fac 
tory and hence requires capital foi 
equipment which equipment require* 
ca«o and maintainance.

CASES FISHBEIN SAYS 


Benefit Lies in Psychologic 


Effect That Produces Will 
to Live

The great difficulty In arriving at 


any estimate of the actual value of 
alcohol In the practice of medicine Is 
the fact that scientific opinions seem 
to be conditioned invariably by socio- 
logic, economic or personal sidelights. 


In 1925, Dr. Roger I. Lee attempted 


to evaluate alcohol from the strictly 
pharmacologic and therapeutic points 
of view. In other words, he was con- 
cerned wholly with the ccects of al- 
cohol on the various parts of the body 
and its use in the treatment of dis- 
ease. 


Before the advent of modern scien- 


tific pharmacology, alcohol was much 
used In the treatment of acute Infec- 
tious diseases. Many practitioners of 
long experience insisted'that the mod- 
erate use of alcohol -was valuable in 
the treatment of. acute infections. It 
•was not claimed that the alcohol had 
direct specific action on the germs 
that cause these diseases. It had been 
observed, ••however, that in the pres- 
ence of an 
acute infection 
large 


amounts of alcohol might be,, taken 
without producing tho alcoholic in- 
toxication that ensues under ordina- 
ry conditions. 
\ 


ALCOHOL AS FOOD 


Alcohmol may be used as a food. 


Although It has long been considered 


a-stimulant by the public, the clinical 
laboratory and experimental observa- 
tions, according to Dr. L<H». fall to 
disclose Its value as measured by any 
precise tout or by any method capable 
of cxprcublng actual measurement. 


Dr. Leo Is convinced that the sin- 


gle beneficial effect of alcohol In acute 
Infections Is psychologic, rather than 
a general effect on the body. It cre- 
ates .a state of artificial euphoria. By 
this Is meant a state of well being 
which brings about In tho patient , 
.vitibfactlon with life and a desire to 
live that ho might otherwise not have. 


"I believe," said Dr. Lee. "that al- 


cohol properly administered In select- 
ed cases In which a mild artificial eu- 
phoria Is desirable Is a valuable thera- 
peutic procedure In making tho pa- 
tient more comfortable." 


Dr. Leo plctuhcd the elderly pa- 


tient convalescent from 
some mild 


respiratory Infection, 
depressed and 


miserable in mind and body, without 
appetite, with a sense of prostration 
and weakness. "In such cases," he 
says, "tho use of alsohol In 'some 
agreeable form eases tho miseries of 
the patient's body and encourages him 
to take nourishment and helps In the 
establishment of his recovery. 


CHEERING EFFECT 


He points out that there are occ* 


sional cases in the early stages of pul 
monary tuberculosis when the fever, 
the distress of the body and the con- 
sciousness of the disease make life 
appear drab., and that the Judicious 
administering 
of alcohol in 
small 


amounts seems to alter the outlook 
on life and to make endurable the 
rigors of the necessary treatment. 


The patient with chronic, heart dis- 


ease, the person who Is passing into 
senility with its inevitable discomforts 
is also benefited by small doses of al- 
cohol, sirce it apparently enables him 
to eat more and to sleep better, as 
well as to give him freedom from bo- 
dy miseries. 


In his conclusions Dr. Lee says that 


the benefit of alcohol is probably ne\'- 


«r directly life uvlof. that It should 
not be employed ** a routln* treat 
ment and should be used only in In- 
dividual cases In which the Indications 
for It* use are clear.

New York—Host of "William Beebe's 


life has been a hunt for the strange 
things~of land, sea and air. He has 
explored and 
studied that fantastic 


realm that lies upon the ocean's bot- 
tom;' he has gone to strange jungles 
and islands and mountains to bring 
back for science the rare and unusual 
in plant, insect and reptile life. 


So, when he returned from his lat- 


est searchlngs among the coral reefs 
of Haiti, I asked Beebe this question: 
'Just what is the strangest thing you 
have ever seen." 


His ansxver was: "The many petty 


fears of mankind, which are the first 
thing I notice when I return to what 
man is pleased to call security. 


THIS AND THAT BUGABOO 
"They fear'this and they fear that. 


They hear of some of my delightful 
adventures, and they say—'You went 
to the sea bottom 
now weren't you 


afraid of sharks?' 
Or they say. 


Weren't you afraid of snakes?' And 
sometimes I answer, 'You crossed the 
street yesterday .-weren't you afraid of 
taxicabs?' 


"Of course sharks bite a man now 


and then. But so does li^itning strike. 
And because lightning does strike, is 
a man"~going to put on rubber boots 
and jump into a feather 
bed every 


time it storms? 
* 


"I actually have heard a crowd of 


people laud me as a hero, or comment 
on bravery^and I feel like hiding, for 
the chances are that I just have re- 
turned from the pleasantcst kind of 
an outing. 


"Let me tell you this: my closest ap- 


proaches to death have been caused 
by men, and not the creatures encoun- 
tered during an exploration trip. And 
yet men, who are daily menaced by 
other men, will whisper their fear of 


a bug, a reptile of a fish. It'i> the 
strangest thing imaginable. 


AFRAID OF NEW 1'ORK , 


"As for individual specimens it is 


pretty hard to single out a rarest, an 
oddest or a most singular. Such con- 
siderations are so relative: one expedi- 
tion will develop a fish that carries 
lights; the next a strange little lady 
\\lio changes her dress t\\ice each eve- 
ning as she swims about, or a trans- 
parent fish that is sort of a traveling 
hotel, holding some 300 tiny fish about 
an inch long. Dozens and dozens of 
strange tilings—but tomorrow, there 
is another one! 


"Are any of these things less odd 


than to return to New Yoik and find 
five million human specimens firmly 
believing that they live in security? 
Or, looking in upon most cities, 
to 


find that the dwellers consider them- 
selves safe and secure and shudder 
at the insecurity of jungle or island or 
sea bottom? 


"I neAcr feel quite so insecure as 


when I am going about New York. 


"I return to this human world to 


find it buzzing and excited ov(er the 
'intrepidity of a young flier—a glorious 
flight, a beautiful exploit. I assume 
men would find it aniufyingr to learn 
of the analogies to such an exploit 
that run through the lower forms- of 
life. But they exist. 


HABITS OF FISH 


"One is always finding 
food for 


wonder in observing the instinct that 
sends an individual-specimen out of 
its particular world into the hazards 
and change of another. 


"One year I go upon an expedition. 


At a depth of so many falthoms, at 
a pressure that makes certain rigid 
demands upon the things that live 
there. I find a fish. 


"A year or so later I go back to the 


same neighborhood, and there, near 
shore and toward the surface of/the 
water, existing under entirely differ- 
ent circumstances, I llnd the same 
upccles. How many have died trying 
to mnko th!s"changc? What will the 
change produce In the species even- 
tually? 


"And how Is one to speak of a fish 


family that makes an ocean trek Just 
to lay its eggs Jn a certain spot on the 
American coast line? They will never 
go back. They will plant their eggH 
and Insure their offspring life — and 
they will be done!

of hazard ...of instinct! 
It would 


help him greatly In adjusting his v.l- 
ucs and his comprehensions."

"When, in the course of 
the usual routine, it was replaced at 
the Proving Ground by another Chev- 
rolet, it still had in it many miles of 
unused transportation, 
engineers de- 


cleared, despite the gruelling experi- 
ence of so many miles of terrific test 
driving. 


Forty miles out of Detroit in the 


hills and vales of Livingston county, 
where the great outdoor, automobile 
laboratory is located, this Chevrolet, 
like others there, underwent supreme 
tests in the cause of improved automo- 
tive transportation. 
In the course of 


these tests, the car was called upon to 
SO through all the types of service an 
automotive may be heir to—and more. 


It was kept on test for 135 days, 


"working" on an average of 341.S miles 
a day. There were days when it was 
driven more than 500 miles in order 
to try its stamina. In addition to the 
test work at the Proving Ground, the 
car carried mail to Detroit and return 
each day, permiting of a study and 
check of the car under actual road 
traffic conditions. 


Engineers and technical men who 


drove and checked the car 
&t the 


Proving Ground had in mind the many 
difficulties an automobile has to con- 


tend with in its lifetime. They thought 
of tho driver who speeds his car over 
rough, rutted roads: they considered 
the motorist who rides his clutch: they 
had in mind the man who habitually 
tramps on his brakes: another who 
races a cold motor, another who asks 
his car to pull out of a mud hole, and 
so on.

months it was on test there, never felt 
tho gravel and dirt roads, except on its 
trips out of the grounds as a mail car.
